NO'T OVER 15,000 AMERICANS 
IN THE MEXICAN REPUBLIC 
The president's urgent request to 
Americans in Mexico to leave the coun- 
try, einphasized to congress the neces- 
sity for action on the recent request 
of Secretary Bryan for an appropria- 
tion of $100,000 with which to aid eiti- 
zens of the United States in their exo- 
dus from the scené of coflict. Such 
an appropriation is included in a de- 
ficiency bill now in the hands of the 
house appropriations committee, and it 
is expected that action upon it wil] be 


hastened. The state department esti- 
mates that there are now in Mexico 
not more than 15,000 Americans, 
whereas there were 60,000 several 
years ago. In Mexico City it is esti- 
mated that there are less han 2,009 


Americans today. 

The diplomatic relations between the 
two countries, {it is understood, will 
remain as they are at present, each 
country maintaining an embassy with- 
out offical recognition, presided 
over by a charge d'affaires. Though 
the president made it plain in his state- 
ment that all negotiations thus far 
have come to naught, and the message

John Lind, the president’s personal 
representative, still is in Vera Cruz 
and probably will remain there as 
long as there is any possible chance 
for a renewal of negotiations, 
APPEAL WAS MADE BY WILSON 

TO MORAL FORCES OF WORLD 

In his message, which was in the 
nature of an appeal to the moral 
forces of this and foreign nations, the 
pesident made it clear that he based 
high hope upon the effect the an- 
nouncement of this government's 
policy will have upon, not only the 
people of this country and the govern- 
ments of other nations, but upon the 
people of Mexico, themselves. Now that 
the United States has exhausted the 
effort to bring “about peace and a 
stable Mexican government, the presi- 
dent believes that this government’s 
example to the world will avail great 
good: in the end. 

“The steady pressure of moral 
force,” he said, “will before many 
days break the barriers of pride and 
prejudice down and we shall triumph 
as Mexico's friends sooner than we 
Could triumph as her enemies—and 
how much more handsomely, with how 
much higher and finer satisfactions of 
conscience and of honor.” 

The president told congress that 
everything this nation did in the 
Situation confronting it must be 
“rooted in patience and done with 
Calm, disinterested deliberation.” He 
had no word of rebuke for Mexico 
and reached the determination to 
maintain strict neutrality after hav- 
ing presented the whole sftuation to 
the members of the foreign relations 
committee in congress. 

NOT A DETAIL WAS WITHHELD 
IN THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

Not an essential detail did the 
president withhold in his presenta- 
tion of the case for the public, pub- 
lishing also to the world the reply of 
the Mexican government to Mr. Lind, 
in which Senor Gamboa refers to the 
American proposals as “humiliating,” 
denies the representation by President 
Wilson that Mexico had not made 
progress toward peace, and though 
expressing appreciation of the avow- 
ed friendly intent of the United States, 
declares that “if such good offices 
are to be of the character of those 
now tendered us, we should have to 
decline them in the most categorical 
and definite manner.” Everything 
that Mexico had said to this govern- 
ment in response to the proposals was 
made public, including the Huerta al- 
ternative that nothing could be wel- 
comed except unrestricted recognition 
of his government. After he had con- 
cluded his message and listened to the 
applause which greeted it, the presi- 
dent turned toward the white house 
to await its effect.

WHY GENERAL HUERTA 
REJECTED PROPOSALS. 


The president ‘emphatically praised 
the execution of his mission by Mr. 
Lind and said he was led to believe 
the Huerta government rejected the 
American proposals “because the au- 
thorities at Mexico City had been 
Srossly misinformed and misled” upon 
the spirit of the American people in 
the matter, “and upon a mistaken be- 
lief that the present administration 
did not speak for the people of the 
Pnited States.” Solong as such a mis- 
understanding continued, the president 
asserted that this nation “could only 
await the time of their awakening to 
a realization of the real facts.” 

“The situation,’ declared the presi- 
dent, ‘‘must be given a little more time 
to work itself out in the new circum- 
Stances.”’

NOTE FROM HUERTA 
NOT READ BY WILSON. 

Senor Gamboa's note Which was ap- 
pended to the presidents address as 
an exhibit was not read by whe presi- 
dent, but furnished to congress as a 
printed document. 

Mrs. Wilson and her daughters and 
Secretary Bryan were in the executive 
gallery. Other members .of the cabi- 
net were on the floor.

Then the joint 
session dissolved, and the house ad- 
journed and the senate filed back to 
its'side of the capitol. 


THE MESSAGE ON MEXICO 


President Wilson’s message follows: 

“Gentlemen of the congress: 

“It is clearly my duty to lay before 
you, very fully and without reserva- 
tion, the facts concerning our present 
relations with the republic of Mexico. 
The deplorable posture of affairs in 
Mexico, I need not describe, but I 
deem it my duty to speak very frankly 
of what this government has done and 
shall seek to do in fulfillment of its 
obligation to Mexico herself, as a friend 
and neighbor, and to American citi- 
zens whose lives and vital interests are 
daily affected by the distressing con- 
ditions which ‘now obtain beyond our 
southern border. 

“These conditions 
nearly. Not merely because they lie 
at our very doors. That, of course, 
makes us more vividly and more ccn- 
stantly conscious of them, and every 
instinct of neighborly interest and 
Sympathy is aroused and quicKened by 
them; but there is only one element in 
the determination of our duty. We are 
glad to call ourselves the friends of 
Mexico and we shall, | hope, have many 
an occasion in happier times as well 
as in these days of trouble and con- 
fusion to show that our friendship its 
genuine and disinterested, capable o

How Lind Executed Task: 


“Mr. Lind executed his delicate and 
difficult mission. with singular tact 
firmness and good judgment, and 
made clear to the authorities at the 
City of Mexico not only the purpose 
of his‘ visit, but also the spirit in 
which it had been undertaken. But 
the proposals he submitted were re- 
jected, in a note the full text of which 
1 take the liberty of laying before 
you. 

“Il am led to believe that they were 
rejected partly because the authorit- 
ties at Mexico City had been grossly 
misinformed and misled upon two 
points. They did not realize the spirit 
of the American people in this matter, 
their earnest friendliness and yet 
sober determination that some just 
solution be found for the Mexican 
difficulties, and they did not believe 
that the present administration spoke, 
through Mr. Lind, for the people of 
the United States. 

“The effect of this unfortunate mis- 
understanding on their part is to 
leave them singularly isolated and 
without friends who can effectually 
aid them. So long as the misunder- 
standing continues we can only: await 
the time of their awakening to a 
realization of the actual facts. We 
cannot thrust our good offices upon 
them. The situation must be given a 


the new circumstances, and [I believe 
that only a little while will be neces- 
sary. For the circumstances are new. 
The rejection of our friendship makes 
them new and will inevitably bring 
its Own alterations in the whole aspect 


of affairs. The actual situation of 
the authorities at Mexico City wiil 
presently be revealed. 


“Meanwhile, what is it our duty to 


do. Clearly, everything we do must 
be rooted in patience and done with 
Calm and disinterested deliberation. 


Impatience on our part would be child- 
ish, and would be fraught with every 
risk of wrong and folly.

cause Mexico was anxious, not so 
much to justify its attitude before the 
inhabitants of the republic in the 
present emergency, the great majority 
of whom have signified their ad- 
hesion and approval, as to demonstrate 
in every way the justice of its cause.

The World’s Mysteries 


WAS “MONTE CRISTO” 


BASED ON TRUE STORY? 


The great army of readers who have 
read, and many of them enthusiastically de- 
voured, Dumas’ exciting story of ‘Monte 
Cristo,” have never, until recently, for a 
moment supposed that It was anything more 
than a fanciful tale of a man of rare at- 
tainments in such work. Most people are 
aware that there is an island of Monte Cristo, 
and that it is the favorite retreat of King 
Victor Emmanue! of Italy, but further than 
the name they had no idea that there was 
anything but fiction jn the story. 

But that “Monte Cristo” was merely the 
brilliant imagination of Dumas is not the 
truth. The archives of the French em- 
bassy in Lond6&n, of the time of Charles X 
of France and of George IV of England, 
contain many proofs to the contrary. 

The true story of “Monte Cristo” came 
about in this way: One evening in a Paris 
cafe Several friends were seated in con- 
versation, when one of them announced that 
he was going to marry a wealthy girl named 
Theresa. His name was Picaud. One of 
his companions, Boupian by name, after 
Picaud had taken his departure, made a 
wager with®* the others that the marriage 
would not take place upon the day appoint- 
ed. They asked hin: how he would p-event 
it, and he replied: “Oh, by means of some 
practical joke or other.” 

He carried out his design by notify- 
ing the chief of police of Paris that Picaud 
was a secret agent of the Chouan conspiracy, 
and that he was p.otting for the over.hrow 
of the empire and for the assassination of 
Napoleon. 

Thereupon the chief of police had Picaud 
arrested and sent te an island prison .n the 
South of France, where he was incarcerat- 
ed in a dungeon He was given no trial, 
aS was not Unusual at that time, and he was 
soon forgotten by the authorities at Paris. 

Picaud was a very likable fellow and 
while in prison made the acquaintance of 
an Italian priest ot great learning and con- 
Siderable fortune. The priest died in pris- 
on, and as Picaud had cared so tenderly for 
him during his illness, he left him every 
vestige of his fortune. 

After Napoleon was overthrown in 1814 
Picaud was set at liberty, and started at 
once for Milan, where, after some difficulty, 
he obtained the execution of his friend’s will 
and received possession of his property. The 


| dreamed of the 


legal records of this part of the story are 
to be fotind at Mien. From there he made 
a tour of the var‘tous large cities of Eu- 
rope and finally reached Paris in 13815. 

Iiis first object was to look up his former 
fiancee, who he found had married Loupian 
after she had waited two years, unable to 
account for his disappearance other than 
that he had forsaken her. From that time 
forth Picaud set te work, without letting 
anyone know his identity, first to ruin and 
then to cause the death of, either by sul- 
cide or murder not only of Loupian but 
the latter’s children, the faithless Theresa 
and the men who had taken part in the 
wager as well as their families. 

Thus began the famous “vendetta” of: 
“Monte Cristo.” Not one of the victims 
fate that was pursuing him, 
or was able to penetrate the mystery there- 
of until in the throes of death and unable 
to reveal the secret. 

The revenge of Picaud and Monte Cristo 
are almost identical in story. Loupian was 
the last to perish He was stabbed .n the 
wardens of the Tv ieries, and by his side 
was a piece of paper bearing the numerals 
1 and 30. The one signified that he was 
the primary object of the vendetta, and the 
30 that he was the thirtieth victim, This 
took place in 18265. 

Picauad made a death-bed confession to 
his chaplain, and also signed a statement 
containing his story and had it placed in 
the hands of the French authorities. He 
bequeathed his ent‘re fortune to the church 
and charitable institutions. His confession 
for the French authorities was communi- 
cated through the French embassy in Lon- 
don, and through the Paris foreign office 
tg the prefecture of police in the French 
capital. These documents are in existence 
and bear the date July, 1828. 

It is not known j.st how Dumas obtained 
his knowledge of the story, but that would 
not be a very difficult matter. His novel 
of “Monte Cristo” appeared sixteen years 
later, {In 1844, and the two stories are too 
similar in every respect, to admit of mere 
coincidence, at least such is the opinion of 
such writers who have given a careful study 
to the subject, but Dumas always affirmed 
that his “Monte Cristo” was merely a fancl- 
ful story of a secret vendetta which he 
had worked out in his own mind.
